Al the time of Christ's birth, 
David or cven Ruth would have 
been quite at home In the 
village. 

Christ, so the slory goes, was 
born in u manger jJocated In a 
cave (the New Testamen: Is not 
clear ubout the cave) while, in 
the nearby fields, according to 
St Luke, angeis appeared to 
“certain poor shepherds watch- 
ing Uscir Mocks by night.” 

For reasons which are now 
diMzult to follow, the chroniclers 
of Christ's birth seem to have 
gone out of thelr woy to cm- 
Phosise the poverty of the situa- 
tion. 

The cave, in the limestone, 
doubt simple cnough, 
and no doubt it was used by 
the thrifty villogers as o natural 
stable, . 

But St Luke appears to have 
been misled about the ‘ 
shepherds.” Historians ato con- 
vinced that, ;Ahen as , now, the 
fields were rich dnd grey cor. 
It ts entirely unlikely that the 
shepherds were watching their 
Nocks just there, 
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ORE jikely, ‘they were 
watching their flocks on 
the hilh which slopes down 
behind the village to the 
plain, “Poor" probably was 
Intended to designate tho 
fact ubat they were unimpo, -ant, 
humble men and to c¢mphasice 
the significance of Christ's mis- 
ston by making st clear that it 
was to ordinary men that the 
angels chose to reveal them- 
selves, 


There Is, too, a story to the 
effect that Christ, in fact, was a 
descendant of David and of 
Ruth, If true, it would establish 
an interesting continuity 
in the history of the Bibie and 
the history of Bethlehem. 

Tae records do not, however, 
confirm or geny the story, and 
since Joscph and Mary were 
driven to stay in ao stable it 
seems reasonable, at least, to 
conclude ‘that neither had any 
close relatives in the village. 

Littie more Is heard of 
Bethlehem until the. year 127 
when the .

Now the coming of Christ 
would have marked the end of 
a further peripd of a similar 
period—it being tho final ful- 
fmcent of God’s plan, Therefore, 
Christ would have been born on 
March 28, In a year which fitted 
the theory (about 3 B.C.).
